The children knew, how- 
ever, that this was no ordinary prac- 
tice drill, for the smoke and the 
scorched wood told them it was very 
real. 

Mr. Olson and the school janitor, 
Roy Griggs, kept the hose playing 
on the outside wall of the building 
so that the fire would not break 
through and thus gain headway, 
while waiting the few moments for 
the fire department. 

Cause of the fire is not yet known, 
which broke out in the small room 
storing wardrobes and other prop- 
erties used in school dramatics, The 
amount of damages has been esti-

Enrollment at 
Willow and Ravenswood Schools is 
now 751, Ravenswood running from 
Kindergarten to Eighth Grade and 
Willow from Kindergarten to Sixth.

Here Is Our Safety Petition 


One of the ‘retorts” received by our city officials from the 
State Division of Highways, in response to the Council’s persistent 
request for the lowering of the 35 mi, per hour speed rate on El 
Camino, was to the effect that the rate was O.K.—that it only need 
to be enforced. 

If it were as easy to enforce laws as to pass them there. would 
be no traffic probiems’ because there is a law in California against 
“dangerous driving”. ‘There are plenty of parents who will agree 
with our police force that 35 mi. per hour (even if not pushed to 
40 or 45 as it more often it) constitutes “dangerous driving” in front 
of our Central Schoo!. 

Our superintendent of Schools, O. H. Olson, made a trip to 
Sacramento to request authorities there the “privilege” of painting 
on the vavement, diagonal cross bars or School Crossing signs, from 
either aprroach. His request was flatly denied. Motorists are not 
entirely to blame. That green light looms up at a distance, while 
the two small yellow school signs on posts are not easily seen. 

If we had a police force of sufficient number to keep two men 
whizzing up and down El Camino every minute of the day we might 
eventually arrest enough drivers pushing past the 35 mi. per hour 
limit. to be a warning to the rest of them—AND in no time earn the 
name of being a “Speed Trap”, a reputation that no community 
wishes to acquire. 

Look at the signs pictured on Our front page, and voice your 
opinion that the children, the pedestrians and the drivers of Menlo 
Park have as much right to 2.25 mi. per hour speed limit as our 
neighbors of Mayfield.

The main shopping district and commerc- 
jal zone front on both sides of said highway for practically the entire 
length of the City; a large school area faces the highway on the 
easterly side thereof; two theater centers face on the westerly side 
thereof. In addition to the foregoing, a heavy flow of vehicular and 
pedestrian traffic use the highway for the entire length thereof 
within the city; an added and heavy flow eminates from Stanford 
Village, which is located within the city and occupies approximately 
forty acres, heretofore the side of Dibble Hospital. There are num- 
erous streets on both sides of the highway forming dangerous inter- 
sections. 

The undersigned are particularly solicitous of the safety of 


lieve that this factor is proportionately of far greater significance to 
the general health, safety and welfare of the city, county and state, 
than is the element of providing for rapid passage of vehicular traf- 
fic from one point to another.

It is interesting to note that the owners of the corner lot at 
Santa Cruz avenue and El Camino have been reported as stating 
that their property is “best suited” for the establishment of an Oil 
Station. “Best” for whom? The owners? “Best” for what? Rent- 
al returns?

Thus it is at the very time when the City and the people have 
agreed upon the value of an over-all Architectural Plan for new 
buildings in Menlo, the City must first clash with owners of a key 
corner whose interests, to say the least, can hardly be called civic 
minded. It is our belief that the popular feeling on this matter 
will be so strongly expressed that none of the reputable oil com- 
panies would consider rental of the location, And it is our hope 
that the owners, once they learn of the attitude of Public opinion 
toward their intentions, may consider the good will of Menloites, and 
the beauty and dignity of this growing city, to be worth more than 
money even were it possible for them to successfully push their law 
suit for selfish ends. 

It is argued by the owners of this corner that there are two 
service stations already operating in the neighborhood. True. Sad, 
too—for the beauty of the district, but these stations were operating 
before the ordinance was established to prohibit more of them in 
the center of our commercial zone. Certainly adding another oil sta- 
tion at the very gateway of the new Santa Cruz Avenue Improve- 
ment Project area would be an insult to all eyes. Stand back of 
your City Council in this suit. Make your opinions known. 

Menlo Park is on the move. A great wave of progress is gath- 
ering from all sides. The crest of that wave can carry order and 
beauty through the cooperation of owners, builders and renters.

Your City’s Business

The few complaints that are re- 
ceived by your Council are princi- 
pally in’ connection with the streets 
and the city’s trees. You have been 
thoroughly informed on the street 
situation in several articles by May- 
or Charles Burgess,‘and by Street 
Superintendent Max Mielke. The 
subject of trees, however, has nev- 
er been officially discussed. 


Menlo Park has been endowed by 
nature with many large oak trees. 
Their ranks, however, are being 
gradually thinned by the ravages of 
the California Oak Moth and by 
Oak Root Fungus which is steadily 
taking its toll of the trees in this 
area.

At a laboratory at Menlo Park, 
‘New Jersey, I made many inven- 
tions, none of them as important as 
the electric light, which I worked on 
for many years before perfecting. 

Finally I succeeded with it. I 
guess it sort of made me famous.
